Untold Weaith—A New Sect. . 


A very remarkable affair has recently

From the Washington Chronicle of Monday.) 

In conversation with a geatieman Con- 
necied with the Cuban delegation repre- 
sentirg the insurgent government, who 
is at present in this city, we were furn- 
ished with some interesting statistics in 
connection with his native isle. The 
census of Cuba is taken every ten years, 
the last being in 1862, the popes 
that year numbering 1 500,000. f these 
600,000 were pegroes and 900,000 whites. 
O; the white population but 159,000, in- 
cluding the army and the women and 
children, were Spaniards, the remaining 
750,000 being natives of theisle. Of these 
latter 325,000 were women, 215,000 chil- 
dren and aged persona, and 210,000 able 
bodied men capable of bearing arme. 
O! the 600,000 negroes, it is confidently 
aspectes that 50,000 of them at least are 
able to fight with the insurgent army. 
In the same year (1862) the produc- 
tions of the island amounted to ,000,- 
000. The taxes derived on duties 
amounted to $37,750,000 ; the exports to 
$57,400,000; imports to $43,400,000; mak- 
ing ae total of exports and imports of 
$100 800 000. The present trade amounts 
to over $170,000,000 per annum. The 
vaiue of the rural wealth in 1862 was 
$381 ,000,000 ; wealth of towns and cities, 
$120,000,000 ; and the wealth of induatry 
and commerce amounted to $774 000,000. 
The same year the sugar production was 
valued at $62,000,000; tobacco crop at 
$15,000,000; other productions at - 
000 000. 

From these few statistics may be had 
some idea of the great importance of 
Cuba and the tenacity with which the 
Spaniards have held to it, and the de- 
termination they are evinciog in the 
midst of their dissensions at home, to 
yetcling tothe “ faithfulisle.” A glance 
at the army the Cubans can bring to the 
field, however, ‘evidences the power they

COTTON. 


peculationys and Prophecies 
Concerning the Crop of 1869. 


From the Savannah (Ga.) Republican.) 

' This is now the subject of much specnu- 
lation and prophecy. The crop of last 
year is a fixed fact ; its figures are known, 
at least to the extent of approximation, 
and the question of value settled by the 
jaw of supply and demand. This latter 
decree is exiremely repugnant to the 
speculators and spinners, and it is aston- 
ishing with what pertinacity they resort 
to expedients to set it aside. The argu- 
ments drawn from es:imates of quantity, 
so far as the inceming crop is concerned, 
haviog failed, they now seek to depress 
the market by creating the impression 
that a very large crop is to succeed it. 
Under the most advantageous circum- 
stances the argument is next to worth- 
less, in view of the contingencies that 
surround everything in the future. A 
bad stand, a late frost in the spring, a 
wet summer, the worms and caterpillars, 
an early frost in the fail, are all natural 
disasters that may come upon the plant- 
er, tosay nothing of the difficulties of 
production growing out of the present 
disorganization of iaber. 

But, reasoning from facts and proba- 
bilities, these prophecies of a heavy crop 
in 1869 are wholly at fault. There are 
no satisfactory grounds upor which such 
an estimate can be based. [Jnder the 
very best of circumstances we do not be- 
lieve that the crop can be made to exceed 
if to reach, 3,000,000 balee, and in our 
judgment, formed upon a pretty accurate 
knowledge of the condition of planting 


interests of the South, it will fall fully 


half a million short of that figure, even 
allowing no natural disaster to overtake 
it. We have already discussed mat- 
ter in a previous number of the Repub- 
lican, but as the contrary opinion is per- 
sistently presented in order to influence 
the market and cut short the receipts of 
the planter, it may not be amiss again to 
present the reasons that influence our 


One of these reasons ia to be found in 
the remarkable but sure and.steady re- 
duction of the amount of labor deyoted 
to the cultivation of cotton. Nor is this 
cunfined to aoy particular section; the 
complaint comes from every gotton grow- 
ing State from Celifornia to Texas, that 
the planters have failed to procure the 
requisite and usual force for their year’s 
operations. 

In the second place, it is not true, as 


asserted, that, demented high 


rices of the present day, the planters 

ave determined to abandon the cereals 
to a very great extent, and devote them- 
seives tothe preductien of the staple. 
Some few may have grown wild on the 
suiject, but the great body of our agri- 
cul(urisis are shrewd, observing men, and 
have leerned from experience that it is 
folly to buy bread and bacon. Taose 
who have made ali theee in the proper 
proportion have prospered most, while 
their neighbors who have looked to the 
Northwest for their bread and meat have 
never failed to come out second best in 
the race. They know, too, that a smal! 
crop of cotton will bring them as much 
money a3 a large one, and therefore can- 
not see the necessity for glutting the 
markets of the world with their pro- 
ducts. 

Another. reason under this head is to 
be found in the fact that the great body 
of Southern planters contract with the 
negroes for work on shares, and the ne- 
gro, being averse to planting cotton any 
way, will not do it to the exclusion of a 
bountiful supply of breadstuffs. His 
main point issubsistence, which secured, 
he is willing to devote the rest of his 
ag to making for mar- 

et. 

In the third place, whatever amount of 
cotton may be produced under the most 
favorable circumstances the true basis of 
estimate for the crop is the quantity that 
wili be picked out. ‘This is the most dif- 
ficult of ai] services required of the negro, 
one to which he has the greatest 
aversion. Even though four millions of 

should be produc.-d we have no idea 

that more than two apd a half to three 
‘millions would be from the 
field by the present amount of labo-. 
ry experienced planter will bear us 
out in this opinion. 
these reasons, and others that we 
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estimates of the crop of 1869, as given 
oui from New York and Liverpool, are 
extravagant and wholly unreliable. The 
last year was most favorable for the pro- 
duction of cotton throughout the Scutb, 
with a single exception—the caterpillar, 
which infested a small portion of the 
South—and we believe that if the actual 
crop be taken as @ basis, plus the amount 
destroyed by insects in Georgia, Alabama 
and Fiorida, we shall have a crop that is 
equal to the capacity of our labor, cop- 
stituted as itis at the present day; and 
the prospect is fer deterioration rather 
than for improvement. The increased 
used of fertilizers will, in our opinien, 
not more than compensate for e re- 
duced amount and efficiency of labor. 


A TERRIBLE CRIMINAL, 


An Augel-Maker of Montauban, 
France. 


From the Paris (France) European Times, of

Nothing more horrible in the history 
of heartless crime than the massscre of 
the innocents at Mentaubvan, near Tou- 
louse. The state of society revealed is 
only equalled by the length of time suca 
a series of crimes could have remuiued 
undetected, A known criminal, pamed 
Delpech, of the worst repute, and the 
keeper of an infamous house, is fifty- 
two years of age—tall, corpulent, repul- 
sive and loathsome. She took to ‘ baby- 
farming’? as a livelihood, and truly 
boasted that infants once entering her 
house never left it. She undertook to 
place some of the little strangers at an 
asylum at Bordeaux, and a mother going 
to visit her child, and finding it was 
never sent there, led to the discovery of 
Delpech’s proceediags, This wretch re- 
ceived infants to nurse—she drowned 
them in a basin of water, ‘‘ecooped a 
shallow grave’’ for them in the kitchen, 
or under the stairs, or threw them down 
the water-closet. When the grave was 
too smail, she cut the bodies into mor- 
sels, left them in other cases to be de- 
voured by rats, threw them to the pigs, 
and it is suspected even eat portions of 
them. She was equal to the deed. She 
confessed having murdered pine cbil- 
dren, and the ekeletons of seven were 
exhibited in Court. Her own daughter’s 
debauchery she connived at, and killed 
her new-born grand-child by pouring 
vitriol down its throat. She desired to 
practice abcrtion ; breught her daughter 
to another prisoner, named Coyne, to 
have the operation performed; learned 
the manner of committing this crime, 
invented horrible instruments to prac- 
tice, and tried “her prentice hand” on 
her own daughter. Phese instruments, 
along with botties, boxes and other ar- 
ticles of her odious areenal were disp\ayed 
in Ooprt, She gave her services for two 
unds of browh sugar, but the woman 
Joyne hever received iower fee thar 
one bundred chestnuts and a pair of 
fowls. She was religious into the bar- 
‘al having attended Mass on last 
Caretmas Eve, and received the Sacra- 
mevt! During the trial she gioated ip 
copfsesing bow she billed the infants, 
mangied their honeg anu stifled their 
cries, Sbe indulged in idiotic laughter 
throughcut, which the Judge could not 
repress, nor the anpouncemenat of her 
bhusband’s death induce acessation. She 
put on huge spectacies to make herself 
comical, and begged snuff from the bar, 
to exhibit her friendliness, But strange, 
this wretch was in the habit of soliciting 
a girls to submit to abortion, advie- 
ng thea to sin without fear, as she could 
destroy the evidenee of lost virtue, All 
this open, and yet not discovered! Coyne 
was a midwife, aged thirty-eight, and of 
striking beauty. She was Known as the 
* beautiful prisoner.’’ She was a simple 
abortion-practitioner, and in other cases 


- | recommended women whom she at-

Nothing was left to the Judge 
but to sentence Delpech to transportation 
for life, and Coyne for ten years. The 
others for leaser periods.

His 
family having moved when he was 
twelve years of age to the town of Bay- 
amo, Carlos Manuel was sent there to 
school for the first time. A few days af- 
terthe commencement of his studics 
there, he gave. proofs of an extraordina' y 


mentai activity and intellectual nee 


Jeaving behind him the most advance. 
of the scholars in the school, and being 
recognized by them as the head of t'e 
institution. When eighteen years of age 
be went to Havana. with the object of 
prosecating his studi¢ts there for the law 
profession, 
further developed there, at the sane 
time that numerous personal affairs ga: e 
him an opportunity to show his active, 
courageous and. tenacious dispositior, 
ving an indication then that he woulu 
as ‘‘great in warasin peace.’’ Grad- 
uating as attorney-at-law in Europe, 
where he went afierwards, and receiving 
the greatest university honors, he return- 
ed to Cuba and fixed his residence at 
Mansanillo. His powers of eloquence, 
energy, and his knowledge soon made 
him the most popular man in the vicin- 
ity, and entitied him to rank as the first 
lawyer in that part of the courtry. 
But of all traits in his character 
generosity marks an important one, and 
will give a luster to all his future ac- 
tions. The fortune which he inherited 
from his father, the wealth which he 
amassed by hie industrious exertions, 
and his fature prospects of increasing it, 
would have : him a life full of 
comfort and ease; but his patriotic heart 
could not support longer the sight of his 
country in chains and the victim te the 
outrages of the tyrannical Spanish Gov- 
ernment. Inepired by a heroic resolu- 
tion, he gives freedom to all his slaves, 
abandons his sugar estates to the merci- 
lees fury of hie Spanish foes, who burn 
them allin revenge, and, sacrificing all 
on the altar of liberty and independen 
with the noblest motives he inaugura 
the revolution in Cuba at the head of 
one hundred patriote—a movement 
which now counts in its ranks the whole 
native population of the island.

Gold Lace. 


From the New York Herald.) 

Some of our contemporaries are mak- 
ing merry over the late General Order 
No. 90 of the Navy Department, chang- 
ing agsin the insignia of rank through- 
out the navy, from Admiral down to 
Midshipman, from Captaia to Carpenter 
and Sailmaker. But, in truth, this mat- 
ter, to those whom it concerns, is by no 
means trivial. The uuifurm question is 
a leading one with ali men whose duties 
compel them to wear a uniform, from 
postmen to policemen, from firemen to 
Freemasons, from militiamen to volun- 
teers, and so on to regular troops of both 
army and navy, To sailors, soldiers and 
Civilians, we ssy,in camp, in court and 
on quarter-deck, the question of uniform, 
and, above all, that of ineignia of rank, 
is ene of Constant diecussion, 

Now, itso happens that the tendency 
in these matters is toward profuse show. 
Often in war times, when deeds are more 
conspicuous than rank, there is a revul- 
sion toward simplicity in dreas—the gor- 
geous epaulette gives way to a piain 


kepi—and a General is sometimes caught 
out on his picket line in an old gray 
blouse, With nothing external to distin- 
guish him from his men. 
nary tendenty is theother way—toward 
enormous swathes of gold lace, espe- 
cially in the navy, 

Secretary Borie’s order ia directed to- 
ward simplicity, It isa good one, and 
called for by the present array and dic- 
play of gold bands about coat-cuffs. A 
very high naval officer’s arm had got to 
looking like a barber’s pole. The mat- 
ter, however, is now simplified. For- 
merly, also, it would require much 
knowledge and narrow inspection to de. 
termine whether an officer was of the 
staff or line ; but now, however, the staff, 
as in the Eaglish navy, are to wear col- 
ored cloth between the stripes of gold 
lace around the sleeve—medical officers 
cobalt blue, paymasters white, and en- 
gineers red, This order displays a prac- 
tical knowledge of the necessities of the 
service, and, with the exception of the 
changed insignia of rank, it leaves the 
uniform of the navy as before.

Law Court—dH. 8. Lee, Judge.—In 
this Court, yesterday, the trial of the 
case of State, use, cic, B. R. Thomas, 
adm’r, et al., ve. J. R. Moseley et al. was 
concluded and the case given to the Jury 
a few moments before Court adjourned. 
This is a very old case—one which has 
been pending for a number of years, Ia 
1851 a bill was filed in the chancery side 
of the Commoo Law and Ciancery 
Court ef Memphis by B. R. Thomas, ad- 
ministrator of Wade H. Turner, de- 
ceased, ogainst one J. R. Torner, asking 
and praying for a writ of attachment 
against the property of said Turner, con- 
sisting of lauds, negrues, ete., which the 
plaintiff elleged way the property of his 
intestate ; aiso for a writ of injunction to 
enjoin the eaid defendant from selling or 
making away with the same. Upon the 
execution of proper bonds, as required by 
law, the writs were issued and delivered 
to J. R. Moseley, then holding the office 
of Sheriff, who placed them in the bands 
of ove W. D. Gilimore, his deputy, who 
immediately proceeded to ievy upon the 
said property. It is alleged that Gil!- 
more only half did his duty in executing 
said writs, in this, that efter atiaching 
the land and the slaves, he permitted the 
latter to be run off and carried beyond 
the confines of the Siate, Oa aosount of 
this alleged negligence, the represexta- 
tive and heirs of Wade H. Turper claim 
to have been damaged to the extent of 
fifteen thousand doliara. Sometime after 
this, at a final hearing of said cause, a 
decree was rendered in favor of compiain- 
ants for the property so attached, but 
itis alleged thatthe slaves who were 
run cff were never recovered, nor was 
there any settlement ever made in re- 

ardto them. At the March term of 

he Law Court, 1859, the plaintiffs jasti- 
tuted the above action against the said 
Sheriff J. R. Mosely and two of his secu. 
rities, H. L. Guion and W. A. Bickford, 
to recover the amount of damages which 
they claim to have sustained on account 
of the alleged misfeasance of the deputy, 
for whose act the Sheriff is bound. Tais 
makes the fourth time that this suit has 
been tricd. At one of the trials the case 
was decided, but was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, who reversed the decision 
and remanded the cause for another

case was piven to the jury they did not 
agree, and were discharged to report this 
morning.
